such vast experience in this method of 
traveling that he undoubtedly took full ad- 
vantage of it 


Had Advantage in Latitude. 


Amundsen hed his final depot in latitude 82 
south, and it must be remembered that he 
had the advantage in latitude of starting one 
degree further south than Scott. Heappears 
to have passed the winter in comfort. though 
situated on the edge of a sea where one 


‘would expect to have a heavy snowfall, but 


he records only two severe gales throughout 
te winter. 

An interesting scientific point is to be noted 
that at the edge of Ross sea open water ex- 
isted throughout the winter. A very low tem- 
perature was experienced in the early part of 
the spring, and Amundsen found that the 
start for the pole would be eventually made 
on Sept. 8. Amundsen found when he start- 
ed on Sept. 8 that the temperature was too 
low to enable him to make a protracted 
journey south and stil! keep his dogs efficient. 


We started our spring sledging journeys . 


on the Nimrod expedition on Aug. 12, nearly 
a month earlier than Amundsen, and we also 
found that in temperatures of between 60 and 
70 degrees below zero Fahrenheit we took 
so much out of ourselves because of the cold 
that it was not practical policy to continue. 


Left Three Men for Exploration, . 

Amundsen returned and eventually 
cided to start toward the end of October, and 
instead of taking his whole party of eight 
men and all the dogs south, he took five men 
south and left three men to explore King Ed- 
ward VIL land, discovered by Capt. Scott 
in 1002, thus insuring a certain amount of 
scientific and geographical work apart from 
the important meteorological observations 
he had carried out during the winter night. 

He seems to have had most favorable con- 
ditions. On the barrier the surface was 
smooth, giving ample opportunity to use his 
skis, and the dogs being in excellent condi- 
tion, though the temperatures were low, 
they fwere able to march at a rate of over 
thirty kilometers a daygand from this one 
must gather the weather was fine and the 
surface good. 

After leaving his last Gepot, made in lati- 
tude 82 south, Amundsen began to bulld snow 
cairns at each camping piace, following out 
the same method I used on our southern 
journey.

Trapped by Wired Door. 

A few minutes before 8 o'clock the men 
were sleeping in 120 small stall-like, frame 
compartments on the second, third and 
fourth floors of the building. Hach stall 
was locked on the inside. Over the top was 
a wire net to prevent thieves from entegr- 
ing. 

At approximately 8 o'clock they were madly 
rushing through smoke and fire filled corri- 
dors for safety. Then it was found that the 
rear exit had been locked, berred and wired. 
There was no fire escape in the froht of the 
building. The single fire escape in the rear 
was nothing more o: less thanatrap. The 
weight balanced staircdse at the foot of it, 
which should have swung down to thé ground | 
upon préssure, wouldn’t swing. f 

Facing the alternatives of remaining on the 
fire escape and being butned. or leaping to 
possible injury, the men jumped. 

The building {tself was filled with bales of 
excelsior. Fed: by this inflammable ma- 
terial the fire hummed and smoked. Several 
men were suffocated by the thick gases 
which this threw off. 

“Fire Trap,” Says Coroner. 

Coroner Hoffman at night called the bulld- 
ing a fire trap. He said thie inquest would be 
searching. If criminal responsibility was 
disclosed he would do all in his power, he 
said, to see that those at fault were prose- 
cuted, 

Building Commissioner Ericsson wag satis- 
fied with the report of his assistants. He 
said his department could not be blamed. 
After first giving out a report on the inspec, 
tion of another building as tnat of the Bar- 
nett, he later gave out another report, which 
tended to show that the etructure met 
in the requirements of the law. He sent depu- 
ties to the fire who reported that the building 
was all right. Asked about the barred rear 
door, they reported that they found it un- 
locked and open—several hours after the fire. 
They said they found no witnesses to the 
door’s being barred. 


Says Ericsson Fears Inquiry. 

An alderman, who was asked if the council 
would conduct an investigation of other 
lodging houses in Chicago.to prevent fur- 
ther fatalities, said the question had been 
discussed with Mr. Ericsson, who was in- 
clined to believe that an investigation would 
burt him politically. 

It was said the recent disciosures of graft 
by the building tnspector’s office aiready had 
caused disagreeable consequences. Mr. 
Ericcson has been pushing this investiga- 
tion and doing what he can to ‘eliminate 
graft from the department | - 

It was also pointed out that the aldermen 
in the lodging house wards would oppose a 
council investigation. Fire Chief Seyferlich 
gaid he would make an investigation in be- 
salf of his department. 

Fire Starts in Excelsior Nest. 

The start of the fire/ was in a storeroom 
off the front office on the second floor. This 
storerocom was packed tight with excelsior 
used in refilling mattresses. 

Tt is believed that a burning match or light- 
ed'cigaret was thrown in the highly inflam- 
mable excelsior. The material and thin box- 
board partitions of the back rooms gave off 
a fire as fierce as a gas blaze. The basement 
of the building was also eo filled with excel- 
sior that there was no areaway. According 
to firemen, bales of excelsior were found on 
different floors of the lodging house. 

Pasgers-by in South Clark street saw three 
men ciimb out of third story windows before 
the existence of fire was known outside the 
building. The smoke then poured out of fhe 
epen cashes, In @ moment the three men 
were hanging from the window ijedges in 
order to avold the smoke and flame. 

Thomas McMann hung for what seemed 
like ten minutes and then lost his hold just 
as a truck and crew witha life-saving net 
drew up at the curb.

PARIS, March 9.—Thirty-three cases of 
cancer in varying degrees of malignancy are 
claimed to have been wholly or partly cured 
by a Paris physician, Dr. Haube Dugers, as 
a result of the treatment discovered by him 
and made public this week. ‘The method 
whereby he combats one of the most terri- 
ble scourges known to humanity consists 
of subcutaheous injections of collid of per- 
oxide of copper hydrate, introduced into the 
system at intervals varying from four days 
toa week. The effect of the drug is said to be 
the prompt arrest of further development of 
the growth; in many cgses the injurious in- 
fiuence on the body has disappeared. 


Believer in Copper. 

He says he was led to adopt copper as a 
basis of the remedy because he noticed 
throughout his professional career that min- 
eral water containing this meta] proved 
valuable for cancer of the tongue or othér 
parts of the body, especially under the 
skin, and also because he considers no com- 
pound really useful in treating this disease if 
the elements thereof are not found in the 
constitution Oi animal organism. °

Play Takes Up Miners’ Time. 
The miners seem to be content with the 
‘situation, although there are murmurings on 
the part of some who desire to resume work. 
Pigeon flying, pony and whippet racing, and 
other sports occupy their time. The public 
houses in the mining districts are doing a 
rushing business. So far there have been 
practically no disorders. 

Instances of surliness are reported, how- 
ever, and one case has attracted attention. 
It involves the refusal of the minerg in the 
Whitburn colliery at South Shields to permit 
anybody to descend tnto the pits to feed the 
ponies and work the pumps to prevent flood- 
ing of the mines. 

This is a direct violation of the instructions 
from the federation of miners, which allowed 
the employment of miners during the strike 
for these purposes. The officials of one mine 
where the men declined to obey the orders of 
the federation managed to get 450 ponies to 
the surface from their home underground for 
the last twenty-five years. Engineers whe 
were permitted by the federation to remain 
on duty refused to work in many places, and 
it is feared the mines have been ruined by 
floods. 


Will Advance Food Prices.

Nothing has occurred in the most recent 
negotiations to indicate that Mr. Asquith 
intends to carry out his guarded threat to 
adopt such a course, All his present efforts 
are directed to bringing the miners to sée 
the unreasonableness of the position that the 
mine owners must capitulate without an op- 
portunity of demonstrating the unfairness of 
the ultimatum of thé miners. The owners 
claim they can prove that the miner@’ mini- 
mum schedule is based om erroneouscalcule- 
tions and Premier Asquith has requested 
them to furnish the correct figures with a list 
of the collieries which will be obliged to stop 
if the miners win. 

Still Demand Minimum Seale. 

It is not golng too far to say that the pros-

QUIT AID TO SUFFRAGETS. 


Mobs Replace Humor with Anger 
and Attack Women Dur- 
ing Rioting.

LONDON, March 9.~The strike had its

Anybody with any power of fcresight could 
have seen that the failure ox the government 
te end the strike meant the loss of the seat. 

Popular sympathy, which was general with 


- the miners at the beginning of the struggle. 


veered suddenly round when the miners re- 
fused the offer by the government to pass » 
minimum wage bill through pariiament. 
As the paralysis of all the trade of the 
country began to preval and the streets be- 
gan to be lined. with tens of thousands of 


associated with the struggle of the miners, 
the middie classes became alarmed, and. 
feeling the pressure of one single class of 
workmen on the throat of the nation, began 
to believethat chaos had been let loose. 


Suffragets Add to Confusion, 

The riots created by the. suffragets added 
to the general alarm. suggesting the idea 
that all restraint was gone and that the gov- « 
ernment and country were paralyzed. 

Manchester resolved. under such circum- 
stances, to give a strong warning to the gov- 
ernment that order must be restored and that 
if they could not do so others must take 
their place. , 

The Liberals already have ewhat re- 
covered from the first stupefaction of Man- 
cheater’s defeat, and the inside story of the 
election reveals remarkable features which 
diminish &s seriousness, The ejection was 
not fought on genera! politics at all, home 
rule and ‘tariff reform being scarcely men- 
tioned. 


Vote on Insurance Law. 7 

The election now is described as a plebiscite 
on the insurance act with an emphatic verdict 
against it. But here again the constituency 
is of unique character, consisting largely of 
clerks who dreaded fosing the sick leave gen- 
, erally given by. employers already i e 
‘doctors almost to a man are in revolt 
the - act. mon the Insurance att thus 
played a leading part, I adhere to the opinion 
that the strike was the decisive factor. 

The government, th spite of its recent losses, 
still has a majority of 114 In the house of 
commons, and with such a majority can calm- 
ly proceed with the proposal of home rule and 
the other iteme of Its program. All of the 
stories of the abandonment of home rule or 
an early breakup of the government are ridic- 
ulous inventions and in a week from now 
Manchester will be forgotten. 


Change Against Suffragets. 

Among the important transformations of 
opinion during the week ts the chatiged atti- 
tude toward suffragets. Public opinion now 
is turning violently against them, and while 
up to the present a crowd looked on amused 
at their arftics an angry mob tried to maul 
them during the last performance, and those . 
female furies who have been the most frantio 
enemics of the police, who have struck and 
abused the police, had to appeal for their pro- 
tection against mob violence. 

Similarly the government was driven at 
last to vigorous action. The arrest of the 
leaders of the militant section, ei seizure of 
their books, and their prosecution for con- 
spiracy, which may involve several years of 
penal servitude, show that the last hour of 
toleration has come and now the fight ig to the 
death. 


Friends in Commons Desert. 

The same transformation of opinion is 
visible in the house of commoné, where the 
men who were pled to support the suf- 
and ft is doubtfulthat any chance remains 
of passing a female suffrage bill this year. 

The suffragets at last begin to show signs 
of weakening under the pressure of the 
fierce urpopularity and the stern action of the 
government, and, indeed, it looks as if the 
whole female movement were - the verge 
of a temporary collapse. 

The vicissitudes of the strike continte to 
change from hour to hour, and, though ag 
immediate settlement is not probable, the 
struggle promises to be short lived. Pres- 
sure is strong on the miners by the change 
of public opinion and also from the other 
workmen, who are noncombatants and im 
many cases Wave no strike pay.

In most of the countries of the old word, 
‘even in republican France, the government 
has rewards at its disposal to bestow upon 
those who have enriched the literature of 
the nation. But here nothing of the kind 
exists. 

Theat is why the president of the United 
States took the trouble to travel all the way 
from Washington to New York,a week ago 
for no other purpose than to extol William 
Dean Howells at the dinner given by George 
Harvey in celebration of the seventy-fifth 
birthday of one whom the chief magistrate 
rightly described as the dean of American 
literature. 

It was a tribute from the president, both 
in his official and in his private capacity, 
which will undoubtedly appear to its recipient 
and to his fellow writers throughout the 
length and breadth of this country as far 
more valuable than any of those tiles of 
nobility or orders of knighthood by means 
of which foreign rulers are accustomed to 
recognize the merit of great authors, and 


-his words should be treasured as such by 


every wielder of the pen. 


Order of Merit. 

Had William Dean Howells been an Eng: 
lishman the sovereign would have been 
prevented, by considerations of etiquette, 
from attending any such banquet as that in 
honor of Howells, and still less would he have 


Deen expected to undertake a long railway 


journey, and to snatch nearly twenty-four 
hours from time so overwhelmingly absorbe 
by affairs of estate, for the mere sake ol’ 
eulogizing an author, no matter how suc- 
cessful and respected. 

When. the writer whom it is desired to

In Scandinayia, the relations of authors to 
the sovereign have occasionally been. pecul- 
jar, and the late Bjorstern Bjornson, who 
died only eighteen months ago, had s0 yio- 
lent a quarrel with King Oscar about literary 
matters that he actually challenged the mon- 
arch to a duel—the only case in modern times 
of a ruler receiving a cartel from one of his 
subjects. 

Bjornson had taken such exception to Os- 
car’s criticism of one of his works, entitled 
* A Bankruptcy,” that he demanded satis- 
faction on the field of honor. Oscar was 
democratic. This, however, was more than 
he could stand, and for a time Bjornson 
found it prudent to seek refuge abroad. 


MORE INCREASES IN WAGES 
OF TEXTILE MILL EMPLOYES. 
Advances to Be Made in Lowell and 


Salem, Mass., and in New Hampshire 
and Maine. 


Boston, Mass., March 9.—The announce- 
ment today of a general wage advance in 
the cotton mills of Lowell and Salem will 
benefit more than 20,000 operatives and will 
bring the total number of mill employés in 
New England who participated in an increase 
of pay this month to nearly 75,000. 

The Lowell advance will become effective 
March 25 and that in Salem March ll. The 
increases in these two cities are expected to 
range from 5 to 7 per cent, and will follow 
closely the new rates paid by the cotton 
mills of Lawrence, Mass., and Dover, N. H. 

The action of the Lowell mills, it is thought, 
will contribute greatly towards allaying 
the unrest among the operatives in that city. 

A general advance in wages will go into 
effect intthe cotton mills of New Hamp- 
shire and Maine next Monday, affecting 
about 35,000 operatives in the two states, 
thus bringing more than 100,000 hands 
under the influence of the general upward 
movement of wages in New England cotton

The city health department's weekly bul- 
letin, in warning residents of Chicago 
against danger from the improper handling 
of the contagious {ll says: ~ 

“ Diphtheria is a preventable disease, yet 
there Were 7,669 cases in Chicago last year. 
A severe case can be contracted from a mild 


case. The disease is spread chiefly by the 


mild, unrecognized cases which mingle with 
the well. 


Sore Throat Danger Signal. 

“A child with a sore throat ‘should be 
looked upon with suspicion and treated. ac- 
cordingly. Sore throat, chilliness, and fever 
in children are danger signals, look out for 
trouble. Get an immediate diagnosis. 

“ Many cases of supposed tonsilitis in reality 
are diphtheria. 

“The convalescing child is a source of 
greater danger than is the very sick child. 


- Urge Early Treatment. 

“A person exposed to diphtheria may 
avoig contracting the disease by receiving an 
immunizing dose of antitoxin. 

* Delay in securing treatment kills. A 
case treated on thé first day very rarely 
terminates fatally. In Chicago out of 586 
cases treated on the first day of the disease 
only two died. Out of 936 treated later than 
the fourth day 216 dled. 

“ Antitoxin can be secured free for the 
treatment of cases unable to pay for tame. 

“Finally, don’t. neglect the/simple sore 
throats. Call the doctor early. Give anti- 
toxin as soon as diagnosis of diphtheria is 
made. Observe quarantine rules strictly.”

Lends Money at 2 Loss. 

It is an interesting fact that the Wisconsin 
association lends money in small sums at 

a joss. The average cost of making loans 
rl $25 to §40 for from three to six months 
is $3.65. The charge to the borrower on $2 
for thtee months is $1.80, which includes 
interest and commission, and of $2.47 for six 
months. This means a loss of from $1.18 to 
$2.35 on all loans of $25. This lors is figured 
without considering the risk due to nonpay- 
ment from borrowers. The society's charge 
of $¥.47 compares With the loan. shark's 
charge of $16. If, the loan sharke~had done 
the. society's 1911 business of $161,490, the 
interest charges would have amounted to 
$180,000, ané during the seven years the so-

But there is a wide variety of opinion ag to 
the rate of interest that will esuffice.. Opin- 
ions range from 1 per cent a month to 5 per 
cent a month, the latter figure being sug- 
gested. by the usurers themselves. 

The Brooks bill. enacted in New York ip 
1910, limited the rate of interest on salary 
loans to 18 per cent a year. This, naturally, 
is too smal! for the average loan shark who 
works on the system that two in every five 
borrowers will not repay and he must gouge 
enough out of the other three to cover jeanes 
and make a profit. 

Those states which have legalized a special 
falary loan rate have made it from 1% per 
cent to 3 per cent a month. Sevteen states 
have some legislation on the subject. In-

PECIAL sales held by the big depart- 
ment stores are stepping stones to 
good jobs. For these sales it is neces- 
gary to employ a deal of extra help. 
The, bosses watch the extra hands and 

note their capacity. — 

A young man 18 years old went to New 
York about the end of the holidays. He tried 
to get a place in several stores, but failed 
until’ he applied to an extensive concern in 
which an immense midwinter sale, was on. 
The goods he was expected to handle belonged 
to his line, and he was taken on at the race 
of $12 a week. At the end of one week he 
was given a task of slightly greater im- 
portance, and when two more weeks rolled 
ground his manager told him that there- 
after. he would find an additional §2 in his 
ervelope. 

More than that, the boss looked as if he 
was pleased with this worker, and that meant 
a better future.

Wherever or ‘whatever we are, we must 
yield obedience to some power. When your 
boy goes to schoo! he must obey the teach- 
er: he must defer to certain customs of his 
fellows or be punishéd or sent to Coventry. 
Are you willing he should get through that 
experience unbuttressed by any previous 
knowledge of deference to authority? 

As he grows older and undertakes busi- 
ness a profession. any kind of work, he is 
under @ director, a ruler. an employer.

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OMEN who Want to save on their 
Maundry bills during the summer 
months cannot do better than to 
make one or several silk dresses. 
There can, of course, be nothing 

lovelier or more becoming than wash dresees 
of different kinds, but they do entail work in 
keeping them fresh looking if one takes ca‘e 
of them oneself, or an increased laundry bfll 
if the work is given to some one else to do. 
And if these considerations, count, at least 
two eflk dresses will prove a boon. 

There is no need for thee costing much, 
as all first class stores hardly let a week go by 
without showing most tempting displays of 
silks at real bargain prices. It is possible to 
buy good quality taffeta, foulard, surah, or 
china silk. Foulards, surah, and taffetas are 
from &© to 65 cents a yard, and while the 
number of yards required depends on both 
the width and the Way it is to be madé, still, 
with careful planning and cutting, one can 
use a small pattern and the silk need not cost 
over $4 or $5. Tussora, pongees, and similar 
silka make serviceable dresses also, and are 
especially desirable for suits. : 

One silk dreas, having a coat to match, could 
be made so it could do duty for the street 
and be suitable for wearing at home many 
afternoons, and a second could be chosen and 
made with a view to rather dressy wear—in 
fact, almost any informal afternoon or even- 
ing affair. With these two dresses, the 

dainty musline, ginghams, and Nngerte frocs 
would not have euch hard and constant wear. 

If these silk dresses are made inexpensively 
one good season's wear should be ali that ts 
required of them, and im that way there can 
be more freedom in choosing both the style of 
silk and the design for making. Where a 
Gress is expected to last a longer time care 
should be taken not to choose anything of 
which one will tire quickly or which will be 
teo easily picked out as having been in style 
at a certain time, and for a time only. 

For @ stender figure one of the new designs 
will be becoming, made in a striped silk. 
Surah or foulard in black or blue and white 
will be pretty, ‘the white being a narrow or 
hair line stripe, with the alternate color show- 
ing a width of half or three-quarters of an 
inch in between. A simple Nttle blouse waist 
is cut perfectly plain both in the back and 


' front, and as there is no shoulder plait there 


must be no mistake in cutting the front so 
that there is ample width across the chest: 

There is a Hning made of plain lawn to 
which the outside is basted, and after the 
under arm and shoulder seams have been , 
stitched together in French seams the back 
edgés are turnéd back exactly on the seam 
line, marking the middle back seam. Hooks 
and eyes which can be bought by the yard, 
attached to a tape, ready for stitching to the 
dress, are next put on, and then the blouse is 
ready for the sleeves. 

Tt is always bettér to have the sleeves 
sewed in a waist before. putting it into a 
belt, ag there is les# danger of getting the 
waist line measurements wrotg.. The hooks 
are basted on the right: hand side of the 


-“Dack, so that the tape edge comes an eighth 


of an inch from the édge of the back; this 
will bring the hooks still farther in. -Back- 
stitch the edge of the tape, which is at the 
bottom of the hooks, to the lining, and an 
easy way to do this without taking the 
stitches through to the silk will be to slip 
a card bétween the Silk and lining while

The silk is turned in onthe edge and 
hemmed down over the hooks: The eyes are 
basted to the left side of the back, 80 that 
the end of the eye comes well out beyond 
the edge of the blouse, and there will be no 
difficulty in hooking the dress. Of course 
one must be particular to have the eyes come 
exactly opposite the hooks, before any bast- 
ing ts done. The eye tape is backstitched 
in place the same as the hook side was and 
the silk is brought up over the tape and over- 

ed to the edge. 

The sleeves are cut ‘with the stripes going 
around the arm and there is but little full- 
ness at the armhole. .A harrow piping of 
satin finishes the upper cuff edge, of course, 
following the rounding edges at the outside. 
After this is“in place, the cuff has the lining | 
of surah hemmed down in place. This cuft | 
is put on so that it opens at the outside of 
the sleeve and ig apparently held in place 
by. a. tiny silk cord. 

The neck is without a stahding collar, as 
is the fathion now, and is finished with a 


narrow turnover collar of the satin, match- 


ing the cuffs, even to the lacing together in 
the front. In the back the collar is cut so 
that 1¢ just comes together when the dress 
is fastened. In putting the blouse into the 
band have it come down:straight in the back . 
and at the sides, but allow the measure in 
the front so that it will blotse a little, say 
one’or two inches. This is newer than hav- 
ing it drawn down tight. 

Cut a seven gored foundation. skirt of the 
lawh lining and then cut the silk. This must 
fit smeothly around the waist, but must have 
ample fullness at the lower edge, so care 
will have to be taken in choosing the pat- 
tern.

The foundation skirt must: be carefully 
fitted before stitching the seams, for it must 
not flare around the feet.

This makes an 
easy and neat finish. 

The back of the blouse is plain, and can 
be cut from a plain shirtwaist pattern.

Button holes in silk are not always easy 
to make, and it may be a good.plan to makes 
ore first on a@ trial piece, being sure to 
have the same number of thicknesses az are 
on the dress. The backs of the dress ere 
turned back thrée-cighths of an inch out- 
side or beyond the traced lines marking ths: 
middle back, and a hem three-quarters of an 
inch is laid. The button holes are’ workéd 
on the right hend hem, are one and one- 
half inches apart, and are cut across the 
width of the hem. Small, Gat buttons the 
color of the dress should be chagen. — 

Set the button hole scissors so they will 
cut @xactly the right sige, which is the 
diameter ofthe buttom Overcast cach but- 
ton hole, making the stitches shailow and 
close together, and not. using a knot at any 
stage of the work. The button hole.is he!d 
horizontally over the finger, and care w'll 
have to be used not to stretch It. 

The stitch is worked from,right to left, be- 
ginning at the end that is farthest from 
the edge. The two threads at the eye of the 
needle are brought toward you and under the 
point from you, drawing the needle through 
and making a purl at the edge of the stitch. 
One thread of the cloth should be left be- 
tween each stitch and the stitches should 
lie flat and even. When the end of the but- 
ton hole is reached make a bar by winding.

I believe women should vote for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

1. It is justice to her as a citizen and an

One could instance for the city the 
nurses who were inaugurated under the 
auspices of the Visiting Nurse association, 
whose board consisted wholiy of women. 


These school nurses were later placed under 


the city. board of health, and the women had 
no further share in their management. 
It is difficult for women to follow the fine 
distinction, so clear to the masculine mind, 
that it ig most ladylike and philanthropic to 
. take charge of school nurses for by a 
private organization, but most reprehensible 
and unwomanly to take charge of school 
nurses paid for by the city. 

In the county the probation officers of the 
Juvenile court were paid and supervised for 
six years by a voluntary body consisting 
largely of women, and only five years ago 
were they placed under the authority of the 
county commissioners. For the state, the 
many victims of tuberculosis—that disease 
@t once most fata] and most prolonged—who 
were cared for by philanthropic women, were 
the forerunners of the sanatoria so recently: 
fouriéed by the state. 

It is not @nly unfair but it is most dis- 
astrous to the ablest management of these 
large public undertakings that so soqn as 
they are placed under the*muspices of gov- 
ernment women are debarred from their 
management simply because they are not 
permitted the use of the ballot through 
which the officials must be elected to carry 
on the self-same work with which the women 
are most familiar. ,

Russia has five imperial theaters. In St. 
Petersburg are the Marya, for the ballet and 


opera; the Alexander, for the drama, and 


the French Theater Michel. The’ Theater 
Michel exists mainly for the benefit’ of the 


émbasslee and legations. It‘ is in close rela- 


tions with the Comédie Francaise. Ge- 
brielle Robinne, Cécile Sorel, Marie Louise 


Derval, and many other.well known Farisian.

It is important, however, to recog- 
nize the fact that a great deal of the folk 
music of European peoples is no less vulgar 
in its current version than the popular music 
of America. Edward Grieg's fame rests, 
among other things, on his G minor ballade 
for piano, the theme being derived from a 
drinkin: song, which he has ennobled by 
the technic of his art. ‘ 

Similarly any skiliful composer could take 
that melodic treasure which the people of 
the Ozark mountains have bequeathed to 
the nation through the Democratic , party 
and make of it a thing of beauty. try it 
on your piano in some slow and stately 
tempo, harmonizing it in the Celtic tone. The 
results may prove surprising and not a lit- 
tle suggestive of certain modern ‘tendencies. 

Since the subject of nationality in music 
has cropped up again it may not be amiss 
to listen to the voice of, patriotism as. it 
speaks frém the heart of an Austrjan.

But entirely ieant from that circumstance 
there is a tradition in German newspapers 
for example, that tends to disseminate the 
impression that eyerything worth while in| 
music is of German origin. The writer re- 
calls a learned argument advanced to appro- 
priate for Germany such honor as might at- 
tach to the art of Grieg, not alone on the 
grounds that he was trained in4Germany, but 
on the assumption that he was of German 
descent. However, it is easy to understand 
Mr. Steinmiilller’s feeling in the matter. As 
hé writes “ Americans would not like to see 


their: great men listed as Englishmen or 
British, even though they do or did speak / 


the English language.’’ The past tense is to 
be commended, .

American Fire ‘Loss 
an Appalling Total. 


OUR consecutive months of 1911 
showed a total loss from fire of 
$70,000,000 in thé United States; « 
round increase of $30,000,000 over the 
corresponding months of 1910. One 
of these months showed_a loss of $3/,- 
000,000, the heanieas toll.in the history 
of the country, with the single excep» 
tion of September, 1910, when forest 
fires in several sections of the country 
contributed ta'the aggregate amount.

loss of property through fire is anly a 


t part, probably less than one-half of 
the final total, the figurés become 
more startling. There must be taken 
inte gansideration the upkeep of the

SPEED FOR WATER REMOVAL 
PRIME ISSUE IN DRAINAGE 


Runoff Must Be Determined in Design- 
ing—Department of Agriculture 
Takes Up Detailed Studies. 


In designing draining improvements for a 
district, according to a statement issued 
by the drainage expert of the department 
of agriculture, the all important considcra- 
tion is the maximum rate at which the water 
must be rem@ved. This runoff, as it is called, 
must in nearly all cases be determined with- 
out actual measurement of the flood flow.

The difficulty in overcoming. thie was due 
to the fact that, to do it effectively, it was 
necessary to leave hollow spaces for the pipe 
and at the same time to put a fire stop be- 
tween them and the floors. Im the case of 
many fires the wooden floors and the strips 
to which they were nailed were destroyed, 
leaving all the installation of pipes exposed 
and causing their destruction. 


Partitions Frequently Collapse, 

Partitions on floors resting on wood strips 
ballasted with cinder concrete have frequent- 
ly failed by collapse, and fire has even Passed 
under them from room to room when they 
did not collapse. But if there is a solid fire- 
proof floors close under the ‘board ee thig 
is not likely to occur. 

In the case of a new Chicago deshinidies 
the walls are all built with fifteen inch I 
beams,carrying long span hollow semi-porous 
tile arches, The arches‘are all sixteen inches 
deep, with three air spaces in their depth, and 
their soffits are two inches below the beame, 
Hence, the upper surface of the arches is 
one Inch delow the tops of the beams. 

The tile arches being in place, the floors 
were turned over to all the various mechanics 
whose business it was to install electrical 
conduits, gas pipes, water pipes, pneumatic 
pipes, and everything thet is required to be 
placed under the floors, 


Proper Preparation for Fireproofing, 

When the pipes are in and proved the car- 
penter comes upon the scene with his wedge- 
shaped nailing strips. He blocks up and stay- 
laths his strips and holds them permenently 
in place by coppered steel, 

The fireproofer then sets the hollow “ sad. 
die" tiles close up under the floor strips. bed- 
ding them in cement.on top of the arch tiles. 
Next he sets the tile “ fillers,"* hollow porous 
terra cotta blocks two inches thick. The tile 
Hllers have beveled ends resting on the floor 
strips and their weight is added to keep 
the floor from warping. 

Thus there has been constructed @ continu- 
ous tile floor over the whole building. com. 
pletely insulating the pipes and leaving little 
or no space under the wood floor efter jt hag 
been nailed to the strips. The whole opera. 
tion actually raises the floor of the building 
only two and one-half inches higher than 
under the old and objectionable practice, It 
prevents all danger from fire under the floors, 
even if the wood floors and nailing strips are 
completely consumed,

The particular doorway from this 
brick was taken is the only one in the cathe- 
dra! that is ever closed. This door is used 


de//| only on Jubilee occasions in forming the 


“ceremony of the holy door.” .These jubi- 
lees were originated to occur once in a cen- 
tury, but were afterwards changed to twen- 
tyfive year periods. fo 

This particular brick was placed in the 
doorway by Pope Leo XII. in the year 18235. 
In 1850, at which time it should have been 
removeg, Italy was on the brink of a revo- 
tution, so the ceremony was not performed. 
In 1875, conditions in Europe were not much 
better, and again prevented the operiing of 
the holy door; consequently, the brick lay 
in the doorway from 1825 to 1900, when it 
was removed by Pope Leo XIII. 

' The ceremony of opening and closing this 
door is performed only by the pope. aesist- 
ed by the highest dignitaries of the church.

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HOWTO PAVE WITH BRICK 


W. P. Blair Urges Care in>Prep- 
aration of Foundation. 


SMOOTH SURFACE NEBDED.- 


Uniform Depth of Sand Cushion and 
Packed Joints Most Important.

There is no mystery.or difficulty connect- 
‘ed with: the propér construction of brick 
street pavements. It is.so easily understood 
and easily done, but, like other ‘* best 
. things ”" jin this world, has been greatly 
abused. Vitrified brick have too often been 
pitched into ‘the street. Horse sense, a dis- 
position to do, and a little information will 
accomplish wonders with a brick street. 
Mr. Taxpayer, read what follows. It is 
worth more to you than to us: 

The subfoundation must be prepared as 
you would “or the construction of any 
street: Graded, compacted to a smooth sur- 


street. Upon this grade spread four, five, 
or six inches of concrete of broken stone or 
gravel mixed with sufficient sand and finer 
particles of stone or gravel so that the body 
of the concréeta will be closely united, with 
the least amount of voids, and with suffi- 
cient water so that the surface of the con- 
crete itself may not only be made smooth 
but’ to & grade conforming to that of the 
finished street. 


Foundation Needs Uniform Depth. 

Thus finished smooth; it is possible to 
spread the requirement of uniform two 
inch compressed sand cushion. The use of 
ah ordinary fawn roller, wéighing about 300 
pounds, will enable the operator to secure a 
uniform density of this cushion throughout, 
and by the use of a template withg steel 
plate the cushion cay be'cut to an exact two 
inch uniform depth. You will have then 
prepared the cushion that will furnish a 
uniform and ample support to the wearing | 
surface and yet will afford sufficient re- 
siliency both to protect the brick from chip- 
ping arid the cemént filler from shattering 
or, breaking from either the vibrations of 
the impact or the weight of the load to 
which it is to be subjected. . 

Place the brick upon this cushion on.edge 
with the beet edge up; then roll with a 
five-ton roller, bringing the surface of the 
brick to a perfect plane. After the brick

Cost Comes Before Beauty. 
No man builds without counting the cost. 
Beauty he may wish, but Gost comes first 
with all excepting a few miulti-millionaires, 
‘who generaliy use brick anyhow. It may be 
that the pocketbook limits the dwelling. It 
may be that the “limit that is salable” in 
the surroundings of a suburban development 
fixes cost, or the tenement investment with | 
a limit of known rentals, or the limit on a

comes first when the pian is made. 
There are but two classes of construction 
availiable, inflammable or fire-resisting, and 
this applies to all the above types of build- 
ings. Take them in the order given and see 
what brick offers. - 

The popular impression that wood makes 
the cheapest house is a great error, as has 
been shown. The first cost, be it high or 
low, does not affect the basic principles, and 
here are examples of these principles from 
life. 


Compares Brick and Wood. 

A certain suburban wooden house, within 
twenty miles of New York city hail, well 
known to the writer, in thirteen years had 
coset $1,200 for repainting and repairs. If an 
attempt were made to duplicate the selected 
wood of which it is built it would cost far 
more than $10,000 to rebuild it today. , A con- 
tractor offered to duplicate ite plan and fit- 
tings In the modern filmsy form of construc- 
tion for $7,600. 

When offered for sale the house was ap- 
praised at $6,200, a heavy loses, because “‘ the 
surrounding houses are so much newer and 
more sealable that you must sacrifice to effect 
the sale.” This was in spite of the present 
high price of the lumber that would be re- 
quired if the house were to bé @vplicated. 
Without a thought of the significance of the 
truth stated, the real estate experts who ap- 
praised the property—there were four of them ° 
in conference—Sald: “ You khow everybody 
expects a house.of that age to cost more and 
more every year for repairs.”’

Next door in a wooden house 
with only three-quarters as many cubie feet 
of air space to heéat, they burned fourteen 
tons, costing-$87.50,and on windy winter days 
they hudéled in one room, the only warm 
one in the house, meanwhile sleeping and 
dressing in almost icy bedrooms. 

Besides that the plumbing was frozen twice. 
The plumber's bill is not on récord, but he 
had to replace some of the porcélain fittings. 
as well as pipes, and certain rooms need re- 
decoration. How much of their doctor's bu! 
was due to colds contracted in the chilled: 
rooms can hever be determined, However,

States is $2.51, as compared with six ‘onto 
countries, Which show $8 centsa year. The 
cost of fire insurance in America, reduced to

Ever: since the great fire of 1871 Chicago 
building has been increasingly of brick, 
stone, concrete, and terra cotta.

Today the | 
great part of all new building of conse- 
quence, even outside the fire limits, is of 
these materials, and the preponderance of 
fireproof or comparatively fireproof struc- 
tures the great area, twenty-five miles 
long and nearly half as wide, is becoming 
more marked. 

The new Chicago is being built mostly of 
itself. The clay that makes the products 
used in the loftiest buildings is the clay dug 
from the mud of the territory embraced by 
what is called the Chicago district. The sky 
line that rises above Michigan avenue is 
simply a pleasingly modified form of clay 
like that deposited in the made land a few 
hundred feet to the east. Only the spe- 
cialized form of facing brick and other costly 
manufactures are brought from, outside the 
city, and new concerns are springing up to 
supply this demand. 


Largest Improvement in Loop. 
The most signa! demonstrations of this ad- 
“vance in building methods is, of course, ap- 
| parent in the loop district. One by one the 
old structures, many of them erected prior 
to the world’s fair in 1893, are be torn 
down and replaced by immense offide build- 
ings representing the highest state’of effi- 
ciency attained by architects and builders. 
During the lifetime of the city ordinance al- 
lowing construction of buildings with a mgx- 
mum height of 260 feet the greatest advance 
in building took place. 

On the repea: of the ordinance and the 
limitation to 200 feet about to go into effect 
bujiding permits for a dozen more buildings 
that could come under the old ruling were 
issued and work started just before the new 
ordinance became operative.

Construction Confined to Foundations. 

Thus far construction has been confined to 
the sinking of caissons under the structures 
now occupying the site, The North Amer- 
lean, Monroe, McCormick addition, Mallers, 


With a few notable exceptions, such as the 
People’s Gas, Railway Exchange. Harvester, 
and McCormick buildings, most of the city’s 
largest buildings are situated within the 
loop, and fall to make such a dieplay as is 
offered by those on Michigan boulevard with 
its lake frontage. Some of the finest ex- 
amples of Chicago product are less for-~ 
tunately located and can less easily be 
viewed. — 

Among these buildings are many appaer- 
ently solid rock facades. Only the expert 
can tell that what appears to be granite is 
simply a highly developed form of terra 
cotta, and the builders will not deny it. 
They say that the terra cotta is superior, 
that it looks better, is more enduring, and 
in the end more economical. They add that 
building owners will some day say with a 
good deal of pride that the structures are of 
terra cotta.

¢ ~ wan physician, Dr. John V. Shoemaker, 
awenm'a was visited by a friend of long 
aA6* me standing, who said to him: 
“Doctor, I hear that you are plan- 
ning to take a trip abroad. I should 
ey very much like to accompany you, 
and place in your care. As you know, I 
have: lately passed through some sad experiences; 
and I feel that I must have a change of scene, if 
am to shake off the depression that has seized me. 
But I am in such a state of mind that I am afraid 
to travel alone.” 

At first, Dr. Shoemaker was disinclined to grant 
this request. He himself was going to Europe for a 
greatly needed rest, and he did not weleome the 
prospect of having as a traveling companion a man 
suffering. from melancholia. But, in the end, he 
eet and together they took ship for Liver- 

To his surprise and consternation, the ocean voy- 
age seemed to have an effeet on his patient that was 
the’reverse of beneficial. His gloom, in fact, became 
so marked, and his conduct so strange, that Dr. 
Sheemaker fedred he was on the verge of insanity. 
An eminent specialist, whom they consulted soon 
after their arrival in England, could see no hope for 
him. “He will probably go from bad to worse,” he 
stated, “until he commits suicide, or has to be 
confined in an asylum. Travel may help him; but 
I think it extremely doubtful.” 

The great difficulty was that the patient equally 
dreaded being left alone and appearing in public. 
in London, Paris, and Berlin, Dr. Shoemaker found 
it impossible to persuade him to attend places of 
amusement, However, when they reached Vienna, 
he ‘sueeeeded in inducing him to pay a visit to the 
famous Strauss Gardens. What followed may best 
be told in Dr. Shoemaker’s own words: 

“The gayety of the scene, the life and movement 
all around him, were unheeded by my companion. 
He manifested not a spark of interest. According 
to program ‘the band began to render, with all its 
accustomed skill, one of those spirited 
walizes with which the name of Strauss 
is especially connected. Somewhat to 
my surprise, and much to my satisfac- 
tion, I, after a time, could discern a 
faint but unmistakable flicker of active 
attention m my friend. His eye lost 
something of its sad and listless look, 

We sat through the entire performance, 
and my poor friend exhibited more ani- 
mation than he had for months, 

“This was the ‘psychological mo- 

ment,’ the erisis of his fate. I was not 
slow: in following the indication. We 
became assiduous devotees of the divine 
art, as represented by the Waltz King. 
The faint dawn of intellectual light 
brightened. We gradually enlarged 
our scope, and ineluded grand opera 
and other musical entertainments for 
which the Austrian metropolis is so 
renowned. From this time, improve- 
ment was steady. The patient would 
sometimes relapse into apathy; but the 
fits of gloom became less frequent 
and of shorter duration, until the cure 
by music, happily begun in Vienna, was 
completed, and he returned _home sane 
of mind and sound of body.”

Experiment has further 
proved that pleasurable mental states have 
a distinct tonic value to the whole organ- 
ism, while mental states that are disagree- 
able have a weakening effect. Accordingly, 
everything that tends to expel ‘‘dis- 
cordant’’ thoughts, to allay worry, anx- 
1ety, grief, anger, fretfulness, despair; 
replacing them with mental states of 
contentment, hope, peace, happiness, cour- 
age, must be of medical usefulnéss, It is 
this that, in the last analysis, accounts 
for the success of all ‘‘faith healing’’ 
systems, so far as they are successful;:and 
it is this that warrants the utilization of 
musi¢e as a weapon in the warfare against 
disease. ; 

Beyond the slightest doubt, there is 
none other of the arts that so strongly ap- 
peals to the emotional side of man. In 
some measure everybody has experienced, 
and will readily acknowledge, music’s 
unique suggestive force in conveying ideas 
and feelings, creating moods, and impell- 
ing to action. Who of us can listen un- 
moved to the plaintive sweetness of 
‘‘Home, Sweet Home,’’ or has not felt 
the blood pulse faster at ‘‘ Dixie’s’’ ex- 
hilarating strains? It is not hard to un- 
derstand the magic in the Finale of 
Beethoven’s ‘‘Fifth Symphony’’ that 
eaused the Napoleonic veteran to leap to 
his feet in the crowded concert-hall, with 
the ery: ‘‘The Emperor!’’
